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Contract Terminations Cancelled, 
Members Agree to Give Up Dogs

The two GVHC dog cases ended quietly last week when both 
families voluntarily agreed to give up their dogs. 

Paul Campbell, general manager of the Greenbelt Veteran 
Housing Corporation, informed the board at its meeting Thursday 
night, February 18, that the Shirens and the McGees took this ac¬ 
tion before the board officially notified the two families that action 
was to be taken to terminate their GVHC membership and con¬ 
tracts. 


County Parents Urge 
Teacher Salary Raise 

A delegation of parents from 
Southern Prince Georges County 
urged the County Commissioners 
to raise teachers’ salaries in sup¬ 
port of the Board of Education’s 
1954-55 Budget Request. The re¬ 
quest calls for a minimum start¬ 
ing salary of $3200. At present 
Prince Georges teachers with a 
B.A. degree start at $3000. The 
budget for the coming year asks 
for a total of $6,970,401.00 for sal¬ 
aries of teachers and principals. 
Last year this figure was $5,819, 
370.00. In addition to a salary in¬ 
crease, this figure also includes 
salaries for 205 new instructors. 

In asking that the teachers’ sal¬ 
aries be increased, Thomas Kerr 
of Chmp Springs, Md., spokesman 
-y -for the group, presented each 
Commissioner with a booklet of 
^ cl^rts comparing D.C. area sala¬ 
ries with those of the Prince 
V Georges County teachers; also, 
salaries of teachers in adjacent 
counties. The charts showed that 
Prince Georges County teacher 
saiaries lagged behind government 
jobs requiring similar education, 
as well as behind teacher salaries 
in Montgomery County, Arling¬ 
ton County, Fairfax County and 
Alexandria. The committee voiced 
the opinion that the taxpayers of 
the county wanted a good educa¬ 
tion for their children; that the 
county should be able to compete 
with adjoining areas in attracting 
well qualified instructors. (60% of 
Prince Georges elementary teach- 
' ^cs hold emergency certificates - 
or, we now have less teachers with 
regular certificates than do neigh¬ 
boring counties.) 

This committee, formed, by ac¬ 
tion initiated by the Camp Springs 
PTA, discussed its plan to expand 
on a county-wide scale as recom¬ 
mended by the National Citizens 
Commission for the Public Schools. 
Their aim, they stated, was to co¬ 
operate with the Commissioners 
and the Board of Education, to 
help meet school needs. Mr. Phil¬ 
ip McCray, 6484 Bock Rd., Oxon 
Hill, Md., is chairman.

City Finishes Year 
With $40,000 Surplus 

The city ended the year 1953 
with a surplus of over $40,000, it 
was disclosed last Monday night 
at the city council meeting. The 
figure was part of a report by City 
Treasurer Mabel Handler, and the 
report was given approval by the 
city council. 

The surplus was estimated to 
be only $25,000 by city manager 
Charles McDonald when consid¬ 
eration of this year’s budget was 
undertaken. Of this amount, 
about $36,000 was included in this 
year’s budget, and the remainder 
allocated to capital expenditures. 
The new surplus figure adds about 
$15,000 to the city budget. 

The increased figure is caused. 
McDonald explained, by Increased 
payments from the state on race 
track revenue, gasoline taxes and 
similar items which are only es¬ 
timated when the budget is pro¬ 
posed. Also several other revenue 
items were larger than anticipat¬ 
ed. 

Disclosed m the treasurer’s re¬ 
port was city ownership of 
Greenbelt Consumer Services 
stock: about $270 worth. This 
sum represents money returned 
to the city as stock and patron¬ 
age dividends which are re-con¬ 
verted to sto'ck. McDonald de¬ 
clared that other sums, mainly re¬ 
placement reserves, are invested 
in government bonds.

A talk by Roger Willcox, presi¬ 
dent of the Greenbelt Community 
Builders, Inc., which is developing 
the new single-family private 
homes in Greenbelt, and a British 
documentary film on community 
planning will be featured at the 
second meeting of the Greenbelt 
Citizens Association to be held 
’Tuesday night, March 2, in the 
Home Economics Room of the 
Center school at 8 p.m, 

Willcox, who is also general 
manager of the FCH Co., will pre¬ 
sent plans for the development of 
Greenbelt. He will discuss among 
other things the location of the 
new Inter-County Belt Freeway 
and how it concerns Greenbelt as 
well as the possible dangers to 
Greenbelt and its development 
that may result from the proposed 
sale by PHA of land within the 
city limits. 

All citizens of Greenbelt are in¬ 
vited to attend the meeting. Those 
particularly interested in joining 
the landscaping committee, the 
city clean-up committee, a com¬ 
mittee to expand library facilities, 
and the committee to develop a 
new youth center may join at the 
meeting. 

The British film, “Proud City,” 
is the story of the rebuilding of 
London and is reported to have 
valuable lessons for Greenbelt in 
community planning.

(Although both families inform¬ 
ed Campbell of their intentions 
shortly after the GVHC board 
meeting at which the resolution 
to terminate their contracts was 
passed, the Cooperator did not 
learn of the action of the two 
families till the board meeting on 
Thursday.) 

Membership Meeting 

The board meeting was largely 
taken up with planning the agenda 
for the annual membership meet¬ 
ing on March 9. It was decided 
that the first business even before 
the voting was officially opened 
would be on the voting system to 
be used. 

The board had previously de¬ 
clared that the Hare system or 
proportional representation, the 
system used in the past, is illegal 
in Maryland and had substituted 
the plurality system. However, a 
petition has been presented by the 
required ten members which seeks 
a by-law amendment that would 
install the majority system with 
a provision for a run-off election. 
The members will vote on whether 
they prefer the majority to the 
plurality system. 

It was also decided by the board 
that each candidate for the new 
board and the auditing committee 
would be given a maximum of 
two minutes to present himself to. 
the members at the beginning of 
the meeting. Biographies and 
statements of the candidates will 
also be printed in the GVHC News 
letter to be distributed to the mem¬ 
bers before the annual meeting. 

1-Year Contracts 

Another by-law and charter 
amendment to be presented to the 
members was proposed by board 
member A1 Long and approved by 
the board. This would limit all 
GVHC contracts to one year or 
require longer contracts, such as 
for insurance, to have cancellation 
clauses which would allow them 
to be terminated at the end of one 
year. 

The purpose of the amendment, 
Long explained, is to prevent fu¬ 
ture GVHC boards from being 
saddled with burdensome obliga¬ 
tions for an extensive period of 
time. The amendment would mean 
that no future board would be tied 
to a previous board's committ¬ 
ment for longer than one year. 

Percy Andros, chairman of the 
maintenance committee, reported 
that his committee felt that a 
greater effort should be made by 
the GVHC management to show 
the members what is being done 
to solve the maintenance problem. 
He said the committee believed 
that this would lead to greater un¬ 
derstanding on the part of the 
members. 

One suggestion by the committee 
was that complaints by members 
should be handled as tactfully as 
possible. Campbell noted that an

jority system of voting to its membership. 

Directors of Greenbelt Veteran Housing Corporation have vot¬ 
ed in favor of the plurality system, but a petition has been entered 
by a group of members for a by-law change permitting the use of 
the majority system.

To be elected under the majority system, the candidate must 
receive at least one more vote than half the number Of voters; in 
this case 101 or more. Therefore A, B and C would be elected. To 
fill the fourth place, there would be a runoff election between the 
next two highest candidates, D and G. (The rule is that twice as 
many candidates than there are positions to be filled must be on the 
ballot for the run-off.) This is the method used in the election of 
the Greenbelt City Council.

“Brotherhood Week” in Green¬ 
belt was offieially proclaimed by 
the cit.v council last Monday night 
from February 21-28. Theme of 
this year’s celebration will be 
“Let’s Get Acquainted.” 

The city council has postponed 
any action on securing a refresh¬ 
ment concession at the lake area. 
A protest from one citizen, James 
Ott, called the plan a device to 
turn the area into a “Coney Is¬ 
land” and Ott urged that the area 
be kept in Its natural state. 

Mayor Frank Lastner stated 
tliat the city manager is still in¬ 
vestigating possibilities of a con¬ 
cession, but has disclosed no plans 
as yet. McDonald stated that an 
offer from the Boy Scouts to op¬ 
erate the concession w'as received 
last week, but he has not discuss¬ 
ed the proposition with them. 

Admission rates for the swim¬ 
ming pool were approved by the 
city council: they will be the same 
as last year. Ben Goldfaden, only 
dissenter, declared he thought 
youngsters living outside Green¬ 
belt should pay the same as local 
youngsters. He felt that the chil¬ 
dren should not be penalized by 
paying a higher fee to use the 
sw’imming pool. He warned that 
non-Greenbelt children may be ex¬ 
posed to dangers and illness by 
being forced to use streams and 
unsupervised facilities because of 
lack of funds to patronize the 
Greenbelt pool. 

McDonald disclosed that he is 
considering several alternate plans 
to identify local residents, who 
can pay a lower admission fee by 
showing ID cards. One of the 
plans, a civil defense ID dogtag, 
is being seriously considered. It 
can be used for other activities, 
McDonald declared, where it is 
useful to segregate local and non¬ 
local patrons. 

In proposing the plan, McDon¬ 
ald reminded the council that it is 
time for a census to be taken of 
Greenbelt residents. The facts 
gained from a census could be use¬ 
ful CO the council and other civic 
bodies in local programs. 

A plan to experiment with 
marking parking areas in the 
courts was approved by the coim- 
cil. McDonald stated that addi¬ 
tional parking space can be gain¬ 
ed by painting lines in the courts 
which would clearly define the 
parking spaces. At present, poor 
parking practices' diminish the 
space available for residents of 
some courts. 

The city manager w’ill meet with 
officials of Greenbelt Veteran 
Housing Corporation to develop a 
plan to landscape and beautify 
the approaches to Greenbelt on 
Southway. At present, the incom¬ 
ing visitors to Greenbelt, on that 
road, are unfavorably impressed 
by the first sight of bare fields 
and lack of trees, Ben Goldfaden 
declared.

Mrs. Annie Lee Davis, Consult¬ 
ant of Social Services to Children 
in their own homes, of the Fed¬ 
eral Children’s Bureau, gave an 
enlightening talk to the Sub¬ 
committee of the Juvenile Court 
Advisory Committee of Prince 
Georges County, on Wednesday, 
February 17. Emphasis was made 
on the need of an agency in the 
county to receive complaints -about 
neglected and abused children. 

Rabbi Meyer Greenberg, Chair¬ 
man of the Juvenile Court Advis¬ 
ory Committee, announced that a 
sub-committee is studying protec¬ 
tive services, and will recommend 
a plan for changes in the present 
procedure. Rabbi Greenberg 
stated that the sub-committee, 
chaired by Greenbelter Elizabeth 
Goldfaden, of the Social Service 
League of Prince Georges County, 
is also conducting a survey on 
the need for emergency shelter 
for children in the county, that is, 
that provision of adequate serv¬ 
ices be made to children who must 
be provid,ed care outside their own 
homes by public facilities. A very 
small percentage of Greenbelt chil¬ 
dren have a need for this special 
service. 

Representatives of the Social 
Service League of P.G.C. and the 
Juvenile Court Advisory Commit¬ 
tee felt that now is the time to 
follow up and try to plan more 
adequate protective services. It 
was proposed that the sub-com¬ 
mittee continue the study of this 
problem and endeavor to bring in 
more' lay people such as those 
working with church groups and 
the P.T_A. A completed study 
would then be present^ to the 
proper authorities of the state and 
county. 

$n the near future a new agen¬ 
cy would be created within the 
State Dept, of Welfare which 
would be responsible for the ad¬ 
ministration of training schools 
and other faclliites for readjust¬ 
ment of delinquent children. This 
division would also follow up chil¬ 
dren released from training 
schools and show Interest in their 
placement and supervision in the 
community. 

The Juvenile Court Advisory 
(Committee is composed, by law, 
of the State’s Attorney, the Chief 
of Police, the Public Health Offi¬ 
cer, the Superintendent of Schools, 
a County Commissioner, the Public 
Welfare Director, the Executive 
Secretary of the Social Service 
League, the Director of the Com¬ 
munity Chest and Planning Coun¬ 
cil, the President of the Prince 
Georges County Boys’ Clubs, a 
member of the University of Mary¬ 
land’s Psychology Department, 
three clergymen, the Executive 
Secretary of the Catholic Chari¬ 
ties of Prince Georges County, 
and a member of the Prince 
Georges County Planning Council.

County Asked For Help Recreation News 
In “Freeway” Problem 


1. Residents were charged 27c 
per 1000 gallons of water, the 
same rate that the city pays the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission. 

2. Bills sent to residents for wa¬ 
ter will be higher and in addition, 
residents will be billed for sewer 
service. Actually, residents will be 
paying no more than last year, 
but they will be paying it directly 
rather than in the city tax. By 
removing the water distribution 
and sewer costs from the budget, 
the city tax rate was lowered. 

3. Water meters are installed 
and in use in the apartment build¬ 
ings, Parkbelt, individual homies 
on Woodland Way and in the 
schools and churches. 

4. Water charges for units with¬ 
out meters are determined by 
taking an average of water con¬ 
sumption in the community over 
a number of years, subtracting the 
metered units (and for 1954 cer¬ 
tain other locations), and dividing 
the balance on the basis of the 
size of the units (number of bed¬ 
rooms) in accordance with stand¬ 
ard 'engineering practice. 

5. The City (Council will meet 
on Monday night, March 8, to act 
on the subject of water and sewer 
rates. 


At the February meeting a lively 
discussion on the pollution prob¬ 
lem was held. In the past a con¬ 
siderable amount of oil has seeped 
into the lake. That was one of 
the reasons why the lake was 
drained and cleaned. There is still 
a certain amount of oil getting 
into the lake and the League is 
trying to find the source and eli¬ 
minate it. It is detrimental to fish 
and vegetation in the lake and is 
smelly. President Bell reported 
that he had noticed oil below nine, 
eleven, thirteen and fifteen courts 
on Parkway. This area is down¬ 
graded toward the small stream 
which flows past the lower end of 
Braden field and into the lake. 
Any pollution getting into this 
stream winds up in the lake. This 
situation is detrimental to both the 
city and GVHC as it makes the 
property undesirable. Both city 
and GVHC officials agree it is an 
undesirable situation and are co¬ 
operating in trying to eliminate 
this condition. There is another 
oil seepage from a sewer near the 
power transformer station. This 
apparently is coming from the 
sewer and efforts are being inade 
to trace it to find where it is get¬ 
ting into the city sewer. It is 
hoped that this situation will be 
cleared up this summer. 

The State inland game and fish 
commission is interested in lower¬ 
ing the lake level a little and in¬ 
specting the vegetation and spawn- 
for the fish this spring 
g more.

Wallace J. Campbell, director of 
the Washington office of the Co¬ 
operative League of the U.S.A., 
spoke last Wednesday evening on 
the “International Significance of 
Consumer Cooi)eratives” at the 
fourth session of the Potomac Co¬ 
operative Institute in the Friends 
Meeting House, 2111 Florida Ave.

Campbell, who is chairman of 
the executive committee of the 
Cooperative for American Remit¬ 
tances Everywhre (CARE), dis¬ 
cussed the role of CARE and of 
consumer cooperatives in i)ost- 
war rehabilitation. He described 
the potential effect of internation¬ 
al cooperative trade on relations 
between nations, on securing bet¬ 
ter distribution of goods and on 
establishing international peace. 

He was introduced by Dillon S. 
Myer, executive director of Group 
Health Association. 

Next lecture in the Institute se¬ 
ries will be given Wednesday, 
March 3, when John V. Hinkel, 
professor of public relations at the 
School of Journalism, George 
Washington University, will speak 
on “Public Relations of Consumer 
(Cooperatives.” 


Swiiniiiing Registration 


The county commissioners were 
asked to intercede on behalf of 
Greenbelt with the Maryland State 
Roads Commission to prevent the 
proposed “Inter-county Belt Free¬ 
way” from bisecting Greenbelt 
property, at a city council meet¬ 
ing last Monday night. Chief ob¬ 
jection to the location of the Free¬ 
way was its violation of zoning 
lav/s established by thte county 
commissioners in November, 1949, 
which prohibits major thorough¬ 
fares which “tend to destroy the 
neighborhood or community co- 
hosiveness.” Also, the council 
resolution called for a careful re¬ 
study of the location of the Free¬ 
way which “could provide an ex¬ 
ternal barrier in conformance 
with the planned community zon¬ 
ing.” 

This protest follows an earlier 
resolution which called for thie 
interest and intercession of Gov¬ 
ernor T. R. McKeldin, and othei 
state authorities, on the basis that 
it would affect future planning 
and jeopardize the investment of 
Greenbelt residents. The latest 
resolution calls the attention of 
county commissioners to the fact 
that the proposed location is a di¬ 
rect violation of the law. 

Passage of the resolution fol¬ 
lowed a discussion with represen¬ 
tatives of the Greenbelt Citizens 
Association, who presented the 
city council with a GCA resolution 
which called for (1) agreement of 
city council and GVHC board on 
an alternative route, (2) and sub¬ 
mission of the alternative route 
to the State Roads Commission 
and Maryland-National Park and 
Planning Commission. 

Speaking for the Citizens Asso¬ 
ciation was John Schmidt, Com¬ 
mittee Chairman. City manager 
Charles McDonald disclosed that 
he has been assured by State 
Roads Commission oflicials that 
final approval of the Freeway 
route would not be made until 
consultations with the city coun¬ 
cil and GVHC representatives 
were complete.

The second largest consumer co¬ 
op in the United States (next in 
size to Greenbelt Consumer Ser¬ 
vices has just recently signed a 
lease for a branch shopping cen¬ 
ter, according to information re¬ 
ceived in Greenbelt. This is The 
Consumer Services Society of Palo 
Alto, California. The Co-op will 
have the largest store in the shop¬ 
ping center and will dominate the 
corner end using 30,000 square feet 
of the building. They will operate 
a combination food, drug and 
variety business in the same store 
building. 

The following excerpts from their 
president’s report will interest 
Greienbelt consumers because of 
the similarity of problems between 
their Co-op and GCS. 

“Behind the Board of Directors’ 
action in approving this lease are 
many months of serious concern 
and numerous special meetings of 
the Board and various committees. 
The principle of operating branch 
stores was discussed and endorsed 
by members at our last annual 
meeting, and possible sites for a 
Co-op branch were indicated at 
that time. . . . ’There was also con¬ 
siderable discussion regarding the 
effect expansion would have on the 
patronage refund during the early 
years. This could not be estimated 
too accurately for the first year 
or two of the store’s operation 
since, with a summer opening 
scheduled, only part of the initial 
year of operation would be in¬ 
cluded in our fiscal year, ending 
January 31. 

“In addition, decisions regarding 
spreading of opening costs would 
affect the profit figures to be ex¬ 
pected initially and Uiere would 
be some reduction in the patronage 
refund rate during that time. How¬ 
ever, the effect was not expected 
to be drastic and a rate compara¬ 
ble to our present one could be 
expected again within a year or 
two. 

“The food market should be op¬ 
erating profitably by the end of 
the first year. ’The market for 
drug and variety items, i>articu- 
larly the latter, is a very promis¬ 
ing one in this location, and since 
these are higher margin items than 
groceries, that iwrtion of the new 
operation should be particularly 
profitable as it develops. A possi¬ 
ble economic recession was also 
considered, especially as it might 
relate to food purchases, but it 
was the feeling of the Board that 
such a recession, if it came, would 
not be so great at this time as to 
affect our expansion program ser¬ 
iously.”
